John Canphell oaae In this morning to shoe me a copy of a letter 
Sir BireafOrd Clark haa sent the 4mhassador about a visit to Cavsraham 
and vs took the opportunity todiseuas several other questions, kaoce 
then vas the question of ooverags and the mimtes of the last Coordin- 
ation Meeting. 

1 nantioned enos again that in the minutes of the neeting the BBC 
undertook to the statenant of requirements of FSIS and to discuss 

this matter fhtrther with FBIS. I said that since nearly a year had 
alapaad I thought sane sort of oonnent shcmld he made by the BBC about 
apooifio questions raised by the minutes. 

He said that it vas not at all olaar to him that the minutes 
required any ooeasnt fron bin) althou^ he would escamine them once more 
to see if any reply vere required of the WC» 

In the oourso of the discussion ^dch follovedi he pointed out 
that FHB and the BBC agreed in writing at the tine of the BBC budget 
out in 1934 to reduoe ooveregs. That reduction) ho said* vas i?excianont 
bseausa the BBC had never been allotted any monay to restore the cuts 
made at that tine* Bhrthttxnore) he said) it is absolutely clear that 
FBIS oan get no more coverage uj^ess it decideo that it can do without 
some other coverage. 

I replied that I did not eee bow one could consider a budget out 
of a pertioular year neoaaaarily pezmaiumt. I pointed out that since 
1934 FBES had oonBldarably expandM its coverage whereas the BBC had 
reduced its mverage*

I ahall not praiudiee any future dlsouasion that you or othexw 
will have about Mosoow and other coverage with John by having ei^ now 
exobanges with him along these present linos, althou^ I thl^ it 
that our dieouaaionB oontlnuad up to the point where hia position of 
inflexibility became olear.
